Railroads rumor are flying thick and 


fast these days and it is very difficult to

the government should withdraw from 
sale all timber, lands in the state of Cal 
"lornin from sale or entry. This would at 
first seem to be manifestly unjust.

She claims he 
was insane at the time tbe deeds wer« 
made, having been placed in an asylum 
at Honolulu and in Dr. Clarke's asylum 
at Stockton, from which he escaped, 
and when found was afterwards kept at 
home and closely watched till his death, 
which occurred on tho 7th of November 
last. The property includes some ol the 
moat valuablu in" San Francisco, some 
very desirable in Alaraeda county, and 
some of the choicest vineyards of Fresno 
countv," 
Several Fresno lawyers have already 


made trips to San Francisco to look into 
the papers filed in this sult^ and it is 
possible that another Clark vs. Ueilbron 
ct a), lawsuit is in store for some of our 
people. It is said that some of the vine- 
pards, whose titles are thus questioned, 
have changed hands as many as flve or 
six times.

The Beaver Trial. 


In department No. 2 of the superior 


court yesterday the case of the People 
against Oscar Beaver, charged with the 
murder of one Gripe, was called, Judge 
Harris being on the bench.
